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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Neither Eck nor Ember fail to motivate those of ordinary skill to modify their 
teachings to include the specific radial compressor of the instant process. 

Moreover, the references are silent with regards to the unexpected benefits of 
using a radial compressor. Specifically, other compressors, e.g. axial compressors, 
require that the process be stopped due to deposits, as shown by the comparative, 
example in the specification, page 13. 

The examiner notes the potential conflict under obviousness-type double 
patenting with claim 4 of copending application serial no. 10/912,075. Notwithstanding 
the merits of the rejection, however, the instant application is passed to issuance. See 
M.P.E.P. § 804 ("If the "provisional" double patenting rejections in both applications are 
the only rejections remaining in those applications, the examiner should then withdraw 
that rejection in one of the applications (e.g., the application with the earlier filing date) 
and permit the application to issue as a patent. The examiner should maintain the 
double patenting rejection in the other application as a "provisional" double patenting 
rejection which will be converted into a double patenting rejection when the one 
application issues as a patent.").
